Orange  and  Cross  streets ;  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Poet  Office ;  a  protest  against 
the  detrimental  discrimination  on  the 
pert  of  the  D  L  A  W.  Railway  against 
this  place;  the  macadamizing  of  Watses¬ 
sing  avenue  from  the  depot  to  Bloomfield 
avenue ;  to  abate  the  nuisance  comlained 
of  in  connection  with  tb*  East  Orange 
sewerage  disposal  works ;  to  secure  police 
services;  to  attend  to  the  construction 
and  repairs  of  sidewalks;  to  secure  the

After  enumerating  the  purpoeee 
for  which  the  Council  can  appropriate 
money — L.  Lighting ;  H-  Police  ;  ILL 
Fire  Department;  TV.  Regulating, 
cleaning  and  keeping  in  repair  streets 
and  highways;  V.  Repairs  to  Public 
Buildings  ;  VL  Poor ;  VLL  ^  ater 
VI1L  Interest  on  debt ;  IX.  Sinking 
Fund;  X  Incidental  Expenses  ;  XL 
Schools — the  law  provides  that  “no 
appropriations  shall  be  made 
ordered  for  any  other  purpose,  except 
|>v  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the 
town  voting  at  an  annual  town  dec 
tk»n.”  Tbe  majority  of  the  voters  of 
the  town  then  luky  at  an  annual  elec¬ 
tion  make  an  appropriation  fur  the 
construction  of  roa*ls  or  for  sidewalks 
as  they  now  do,  anti  our  present  road 
and  sidewalk  policy  be  continued,  or 
a  new  plan  may  be  adopted. 

Upon  the  application  of  one  third 
of  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on 
the  improvement  desired,  the  Council 
may,  following  rules  strictly  laid 
down,  lay  out  streets,  grade,  flag, 
macadamize,  pave,  curb,  gutter,  or 
otherwise  improve  them.  -_Tpon 
similar  application  sewers  may  te 
construe  ted. 

The  Council  will  be  stopped,  how¬ 
ever,  from  making  any  of  these  im¬ 
provements  if  the  owners  of  the 
property  subject  to  more  than  one  half 
of  the  assessments  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  shall  remonstrate  against  the 
same  being  made.  The  cost  of  im¬ 
provements  is  borne  by  the  owners  of 
property  benefited,  except  if  the  total 
assessable  benefits  exceed  the  total 
cost,  the  excess  shall  be  borne  and 
paid  by  the  town  at  large. 

These  provisions  are  in  conformity 
with  the  best  law^  upon  the  statute- 
books  for  the  government  of  cities. 

Improvement  certificates,  payable 
within  one  year  or  less,  may  !*■  issued 
during  the  progress  of  the  work. 

The  law  permitting  the  issue  of 
bonds  is  as  follows:  The  Council 
shall  have  the  power  to  issue  bonds 
payable  in  not  exceeding  ten  yeara^ 
and  bearing  interest  at  not  exceeding 
aix  per  centum  per  annum,  to  raise 
moneys  to  pay  for  lands  taken  for 
opening,  or  extending,  or  widening 
streets,  constructing  roads  or  building 
sewers,  or  for  the  redemption  6f  im 
proveineut  certificates  issued  under 
this  act.  or  to  pay  an^  judgment 
.  recovered  against  the  town  ;  and  the 
council  may  likewise  issue  bonds  to 
run  not  exceeding  ten  y^ars  and  bear- 
inginterestat  not  exceeding  6  percent 
j»er  annum  as  above,  to  renew  such 
part  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the  mu¬ 
nicipality  of  which  th*  town  is  the 
success*  ir,  which  may  become  due 
and  pay  aide,  and  for  the  payment  of 
which  n  »  provision  shall  have  l»een 
made  We  have  given  the  section  in 
full.  The  latter  part  does  not  apply 
here  at  all.  The  other  is  not  a  gen¬ 
eral  pow  er  to  issue  lx  aids,  but  only 
for  certain  purposes,  and  under  very 
careful  restrictions.  It  does  not 
seem  dangerous  to  commit  this  power 
to  any  Council  likely  to  be  elected.
